TURKS ADMIT DEFEAT 
“ASK FOR MEDIATION 


Fierce Onslaughts of the Balkan 


Allies Prove Too Much for. 
Moslem Troops 


Adrianople has fallen, but there is no 
confirmation. This Turkish stronghold 
has been subjected to extremely severe 
bombardment, and latest advices are 
that Bulgarian shells still are being 
dropped into the fortress. cae 

‘here is much elation here over the 
invaluable services of the Bulgarian 
aviators, who fearlessly have exposed 
themselves to the Turkish fire in order 
to obtain information for the staff. 
With the exception of Popoff, who was 
killed, all escaped unhurt. 

Athens, 
captured Prevesa, a fortified tdwn. in 
Epirus, on the north side of the en- 
trance to the Gulf of Arta. Greek 
troops entered the town at 4 o’clock 
this afternoon. About noon the Greek 
blockading squadron sent two gunboats, 


Constantinople, Nov. 3, (uncensored)

London, Nov. 3—The Turkish army 
is in full retreat on Constantinople and 
the Turkish government has asked ‘the 
powers to intervene.

feat at the hands of the Bulgarians 
in the great battle on the Thracian 
plains. 

Sofia, Nov. 3.—Fighting is proceed- 
ing all along the line from Tchoalu to 
Sairi, where the remnant of the de- 
feated Turkish army is making a stand.

POWERS PONDERING 


Paris.—A policy of territorial dis- 
interestedness in the Balkans if 
France, Russia and Great Britain have 
their way, will replace the now dis- 
credited shibboleth of ‘status quo” as 
a basis of collective action by the 
great powers should the time arrive 
for a redistribution of sovereignty in 
Turkey through the victory of the 
allied Balkan states over the Turks. 
This self-sacrificing ordinance would 
apply only to the nations constituting 
‘the concert of Europe, as there is no 
longer any suggestion of opposing the 
aspiration of the Balkans for national 
unity. 

It is recognized that the Balkan 
states must have their respective slices 
of territory should the Turks finally 
acknowledge defeat, but it is feared 
that any attempt by outsiders to put 
their hands in the grab bag would lead 
to the Huropean conflagration. 

A full agreement as to the new for- 
mula which is to cement the accord 
of the powers has not been reached. 
France, Russia and Great Britain are 
ready to subscribe to it, but Germany, 
Austria and Italy hesitate. 

The alleged understanding between 
Austria and Servia on the subject of 
the status of Novipazar and Salonika, 
‘which: ‘it had ‘heen; hoped here meant

St. Petersburg.~Viedomosti publish- 
es an interview with M. Sazanoff, the 
Russian Foreign Minister, in which 
he expresses ~ the hope that the war 
in the Balkans may be localized but 
declares that Russia cannot join the 
powers in a peace-at-any-price policy. 

M. Sazanoff lays stress on the readi- 
ness of the Russian arms for battle, 
but says he thinks the economic in- 
terests of Austria and the other pow- 
ers can be satisfied without a resort 
to hostilities. 

Belgrade.—The Stampa says it 
learns that the Porte has sent two 
delegates to Vienna to request Aus- 
tria’s friendly intervention to re-estab. 
lish peace, but declares the Balkan 
powers will refuse to negotiate with 
an intervening power and will deal di- 
Poatly with Constantinople. 


VIGE PRESIDENT SHERMAN LAID TO REST 


Utica, N. Y., Nov. 2.—Utica paid 
tribute yesterday to the memory of 
Vice-President James S. Sherman. 
For hours this afternoon and even- 
ing thousands of persons filed through 
the Oneida county court house and 
gazed for the last time upon the face 
of the Vice-President, whose body was 
lying in state in the rotunda of the 
building. 

The body lay in state from 3 o'clock 
in the afternoon until 9 o’clock at 
night, and during that period it was 
estimated that more than 25,000 per- 
sons passed through the building. 
The private services at the house 
for the family were conducted by Dr. 
Holden of the Dutch Reformed Church, 
of which Mr. Sherman was for many 
years an active supporter. 

The services at the First Presbyter- 
fan Church began at 2 o'clock, and 
were in charge of the Rev. M. W. 


Stryker, president of Hamilton. Col- 
lege. Mr. Sherman and Dr. Stryker 
were classmates at Hamilton College 
and members of the same fraternities. 
Mr. Sherman, since boyhood, had been 
a member of the college church at 
Clinto, of which Dr. Stryker was pas- 
tor, and, although the Vice-President 
had attended the Dutch Reformed 
Church for years, he never gave up 
his membership in the college church. 

Dr. Stryker was assisted by Dr. 
Holden. 

Vice-President Sherman was born in 
Utica on October _24,--3855-—He was 
married in 1881 to Carrie Babcock at 
East Orange, N. J. They have three 
sons— Sherill, Richard U. and Thomas 


M.—all living and in business in Utica 
The Vice-President was an Elk, a 
trustee of Hamilton College, a member 
of the Dutch Reformed Church, a 
member of many clubs and a business 
man of wide interests. 


APPELIATE COURT REVERSES 
DECISION IN DAMAGE CASE 


SAYS SCHOOL VACATIONS 
ARE INJURIOUS TO PUPILS 


Lawrence, Kan.—Dean C. H. John- 
son of the University of Kansas School 
of Education believes that school ought. 
to be held six days a week.and twelve 
months a year. 

“A student or instructor dges not 
need more than a month’s vacation a 
year,” said Dean Johnston. “Their 
work is no harder than that of a busi- 
ness man, who is fortunate in getting 
two weeks.” 

According. to the dean, the children 
wander on the streets during the 
longer summer vacation, learn to 
gamble, smoke, dodge the officers of 
the law and visit unsupervised, uncen- 
sored “movies”, and when school be- 
gins it takes three weeks to get their 
systems working properly and the in- 
tellectual attitude revived. 

“It is doubtful if a 50 per cent 
efficiency is attained in any part of our 
educational system,” he declared.
